Trigg  defended  the  criticism  of  tho  Department 
in  a most  able  manner.  He  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  .Department  had  been  criticized  be- 
cause a portion  of  potatoes  and  eggs  had  spoiled 
instead  of  being  used.  He  said,  "Ho  organization 
can  be  perfect  and  judging  from  the  newspaper  re- 
ports it  seems  like  an  enormous  amount  has  been 
Wasted." 

"But,"  he  said,  "this  waste  is  a very  small  per- 
centage of  the  amount  spent  to  aid  the-  farmer.  He 
said  it  has  been  overlooked  that  from  75  of 

the. funds  of  the  pCC  are  invested  in  corn,  cotton 
and  ViTheat  v;hich  have  not  spoiled." 

"furthermore,"  he  stated  that  in  order  to  put  the 
potatoes  and  eggs  on  a profitable  basis  for  the 
Governnent  would  have  cost  about  twice  as  much  as 
the  spoilage  of  the  commodities.  Then  he  stated 
should  thht  he.ve  been  done  the  peoT)le  v/ho  needed 
the  commodities  v;ere  not  able  to  bu;^/-,  them, - which 
created  another  problem,  which  is  partially  solved 
by  the  food  Distribution  Brograms  Branch  of  Plhi.
